Meme-an apocalypse 


A little rumor, a dash 
of Internet and a pinch of 
history equal one of this 
year’s hottest theories

CHICHEN ITZA, Mexico A few words by an 
American scholar, a crumbling Mexican mon- 
ument and the love of a good yarn were all it 
took to spawn the belief that the world could 
end this week. 

Friday marks the end of an age in a 5,125- 
year-old Mayan calendar, an event that is vari- 
ously interpreted as the end of days, the start 
of a new era or just a good excuse for a party 

Thousands of New Age mystics, spiritual 
adventurers and canny businessmen are con- 
verging on ancient ruins in southern Mexico 
and Guatemala to find out what will happen. 

“No one knows what it will look like on 
the other side,” said Michael DiMartino, 46, 
a long-haired American who is organizing 
one of the biggest Dec. 21 celebrations at the 
Mayan temple site of Chichen Itza on the Yu- 
catan peninsula. 

It is not the world but “the way we perceive 
it” that will end, said DiMartino, who pledged 
that his event at ground zero for 2012 acolytes 
will be a “distilling down of various perspec- 
tives into a unified intention for positive 
transformation, evolution and co-creation of 
a new way of being.” 

A mash-up of academic speculation and ex- 
istential angst seasoned with elements from 
several world religions, the 2012 phenomenon 
has been fueled by Hollywood movies and 
computer games, and relentlessly disseminat- 
ed by Internet doom-mongers. 

Mass hysteria in a Russian prison, a Chinese 
man building survival pods for doomsday and 
UFO lovers seeking refuge with aliens in a 
French mountain village are just some of the 
reports that have sprung up in the final count- 
down to Dec. 21. 

This fact would probably have languished 
in academic obscurity had not a young Maya 
expert named Michael Coe written in the 
1960s that to the ancient Mesoamerican cul- 
ture the date could herald an ‘Armageddon” 
to cleanse humanity Since then, the cult of 
2012 has snowballed.

Mayan calendar 

The Mayan calendar doesn’t really end 
Dec. 21, 2012. It’s just the start of a new 
Mayan long-count period, which the an- 
cient culture invented to keep track of 
large lengths of time. Each cycle is more 
than 5,000 years, but the society never 
saw it as a doomsday, just a new cycle. 



This planet, supposedly discovered by 
the ancient Sumerians, was supposed to 
crash into Earth in 2003. We’re still here, 
so the date of the disaster was moved 
forward and linked to the Mayan calen- 
dar. Astronomers have discovered no 
planet on a crash course with ours. 



Planetary alignment

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STATE OEMS WEIGH IN ON GUN CONTROL FOLLOWING OBAMA’S REMARKS

Illinois’ leading Democrats on Monday 
pushed for more gun control in the wake of 
last week’s school shootings in Connecticut, 
but gun-owner rights groups criticized the 
move as politicizing a national tragedy and 
said they were prepared to fight in Washing- 
ton and Springfield. 

U.S. Sen. Dick Durbin, the state’s senior 
senator and the No. 2 Democrat in the cham- 
ber, called for congressional hearings aimed 
at finding constitutional limits to Second 
Amendment rights while Gov Quinn and 
Mayor Emanuel re-emphasized their long- 
standing call to ban semi-automatic, assault- 
style weapons at the state and federal level. 

The efforts by the three Democrats, mo- 
tivated by Friday’s shootings in Newtown, 
Conn., that included the deaths of 20 school- 
children, came against a backdrop of a fed- 
eral appeals court ruling opening the way for 
concealed possession of firearms in public in 
Illinois. 

“It’s time that we as a city have an assault 
weapons ban, it’s time that we as a state have 
an assault weapons ban, and it’s time that we 
as a country have an assault weapons ban,” 
Emanuel said at a Chicago Police Depart- 
ment graduation and promotion ceremony 
‘And I would hope the leadership in Congress 
now will now have a vote of conscience. It is 
time to have that vote.” 

Quinn, at a separate appearance, said he 
hoped the scope of the tragedy would mo- 
tivate state lawmakers to act by early next 
month to ban assault weapons and high- 


capacity magazines statewide. Lawmakers 
recently rejected Quinn’s attempt to use his 
amendatory veto power to rewrite a bill to im- 
pose such a ban. 

Officials for the Illinois State Rifle Associa- 
tion sent an email to their members accusing 
Quinn and Emanuel of being among the “po- 
litical opportunists who have swooped down 
on Newtown like a flock of vultures hungry to 
devour the 2nd Amendment.” 

“The echoes of the sirens had hardly faded 
when Quinn and other gun-control extrem- 
ists hit the airwaves calling for the passage of 
legislation that would effectively abolish the 
2nd Amendment to our Constitution,” the 
group said. “Law-abiding gun owners have 
grown used to being blamed for the misdeeds 
of others and we’re equally used to mounting 
effective defenses against those who would 
deny us our rights.” 

The call to action by Emanuel and Quinn 
came as another home-state Democrat, Presi- 
dent Obama, appeared to be taking a more 
cautious approach on the gun issue. A day after 
Obama pledged to use the power of his office 
to prevent gun violence, the White House did 
not provide any details on an approach, and 
spokesman Jay Carney said it was a “complex 
problem that requires a complex solution.” 

Durbin, a prominent Obama campaign sur- 
rogate who introduced the president as the 
party’s nominee at the last two presidential 
conventions, has long supported additional 
gun-control laws. But he also appeared to 
follow the lead of the president and Senate 
Majority Leader Harry Reid, who said the 


chamber “will engage in a meaningful and 
thoughtful debate about how to change laws 
and culture that allow violence to grow” 

On the Senate floor Monday Durbin asked 
gun-control opponents and gun-rights sup- 
porters to try to find common ground. 

“What will it take for a majority of Ameri- 
cans to speak out for sensible firearms policy 
in our nation?” Durbin asked. “It will take 
more than the shootings on streets in Chi- 
cago, East St. Louis and cities across the 
country And sadly it will take more than 
26 victims, including 20 children, in a Con- 
necticut grade school.” 

Durbin said the Senate Judiciary Commit- 
tee’s subcommittee on the Constitution, Civil 
Rights and Human Rights will hold hearings 
on the Second Amendment and gun control 
early next year. Durbin is chairman of the sub- 
committee. 

A federal ban on assault weapons— which 


prohibited 19 specific types of military-style 
semiautomatic rifles and high-capacity am- 
munition magazines— expired in 2004 under 
the Republican White House of President 
George W Bush and a GOP-controlled Con- 
gress after 10 years. Emanuel has repeatedly 
touted his work as a top aide to President Bill 
Clinton in enacting the ban. 

Like Durbin, Chicago Police Superinten- 
dent Garry McCarthy connected the Con- 
necticut tragedy to the steady drumbeat of 
gun violence in America’s cities. 

‘Any major city in this country is experi- 
encing ongoing gun violence,” McCarthy said. 
“It’s these issues like this that all of the sudden 
explode and the gun debate starts and at the 
end of the day nobody does anything about it. 
... It would be nice if we see some action this 
time, and it would probably at least be some 
sort of way to try to make sense of a tragedy 
moving forward.”

Sandy Hook funerals begin 


NEWTOWN, Conn. One boy was buried in 
his hero’s football jersey in a small white 
coffin. Balloons and a teddy bear welcomed 
mourners to the funeral of his first-grade 
schoolmate. 

The two funerals Monday ushered in what 
will be a week of memorial services and burials 
for the 20 children and six adults massacred at 
Sandy Hook Elementary School in Newtown, 
Conn. 

Schools across the country implemented 
security measures on the first school day since 
a 20 -year-old gunman opened fire on the stu- 
dents and teachers in the close-knit commu- 


nity last week. 

Within hours of the school starting bell on 
Monday lockdowns were declared in nearby 
Connecticut and New York towns on fears of 
danger. And in southern California, Indiana 
and Tennessee, authorities arrested men on 
Sunday for making threats against schools. 

Newtown’s schools remained closed after 
a weekend of mourning that followed Adam 
Lanza’s shooting spree Friday which claimed 
28 lives, including his mother’s and his own. 

Miniature caskets marked the first wave of 
funerals as Noah Pozner and Jack Pinto, both 
6 years old, were laid to rest Monday afternoon. 



Noah was the youngest victim of rampage and 
his twin sister, Arielle, escaped unhurt. 

Under chilly leaden skies, police and bomb- 
sniffing dogs conducted a precautionary search 
of the street lined with white balloons out- 
side the Fairfield, Conn., funeral home where 
Noah’s brief life was remembered. 

A teddy bear and bouquet of white flowers 
lay at the base of an oak tree outside the Jew- 
ish service that was packed with mourners, in- 
cluding Connecticut Gov Dannel Malloy U.S. 
Senator Richard Blumenthal and Senator-elect 
Chris Murphy 

“Every time I told Noah, ‘I love you,’ he al- 
ways answered, ‘Not as much as I love you,’ ” 
his mother, Veronique Pozner, told mourners 
at his funeral.

It was 
90 hours’ worth of banter, and picking the right stories was 
the most crucial aspect. I cut about 70 percent that I left out. 
There’s only so much that you can put in one book during 
a 20 -year career in hockey I have enough stories to put a 
second and third book out. 


In the video game “NHL 94 ” you were compared to Bo 
Jackson in “Tecmo Bowi.” What are your thoughts on “NHL 
94” and video games today? 

It’s my claim to fame. I’m more popular and famous for my 
video game-ness than my hockey game-ness. It was in the 
movie “Swingers” and it has kind of created a pop culture of 
sorts. It’s always cool to see your kids or other family mem- 
bers playing a game and using the Chicago Blackhawks and 
me on every line. 

I don’t play any video games anymore, but my son does. 

But he refuses to play with me; he uses Alex Ovechkin in- 
stead. Welcome to the new age, I guess, right? But he knows 
my celebrity status in video games. That’s for sure. 

What side is wrong in this NHL lockout dispute? 

I don’t think either is wrong. Owners have to get their money 
and players want to make their money in the best case pos- 
sible. They should get a deal done faster than they have been 


working toward. Now that they are at an impasse, lawsuits 
are starting to happen. There is also going to be an attempt 
to dissolve the union. It’s a major headache for everyone 
involved. I guess we have to wait and see what happens. 

Do you think NHL Commissioner Gary Bettman is doing a 
good job of resolving this situation? 

He has to do what he has to do. {The league] has to protect 
30 teams; he’s not there to protect 700 players. He has to 
make the owners get their money and it looks like he will 
again in that aspect. It’s unfortunate the fans have to pay 
the price in order to get the business side of the {collective 
bargaining agreement] figured out. The NBA did the same 
things the NHL is starting to do {in negotiations] and there 
was a deal a few weeks later. Hopefully it happens. 


You started your career in Chicago when you were 18 and 
piayed here for eight years. What is the feeling you get when 
you come back? 

It’s phenomenal. Chicago was a very big part of my career 
and a much bigger part of my heart. My relationship with the 
fans here goes far and beyond any other athlete that played 
in a city for an extended period of time. This is where Jeremy 
Roenick was created, to tell you the truth. No. 27 is still 
known as Jeremy Roenick in this city It brings a smile to my 
face, still having all these fans coming out to see me so many 
years after I left this beautiful city 

Again, this is where I was created, and Chicago is always 
going to be a part of my life.
